Just because Elba’ forms a Chamber of 
Commerce and goes after new industry does 
not mean it will be successful. The thing 
about it is that the town does not have the 
remotest possibility of getting a needed 
boost unless it does go after it. 

No comparison can be made between 
the attitude of business men in Brundidge 
and Andalusia when stacked up against 
merchants on the local square. When asked 
how trade is a Brundidge resident enthus- 
iastically replies, “Good, we are putting up 
a new plant across from the high school, 
you know.” And everybody does know. 

An executive in the shirt-making plant 
in Andalusia said they were having trouble 
getting enough women to work in the 
plant. By registering with the employment 
agency in Andalusia, an experienced sew- 
ing machine operator was almost certain 
to be hired. Jobs are open in Andalusia for 
certain categories of workers but nothing at 
all is available in Elba. Merchants and citi- 
zens should be at least trying to lure a fac- 
tory into town, 


GOING—, GOING— 

Going, but not yet gone, are price sup- 
ports on peanuts. Because of its vital in- 
terest to farmers and merchants in this 
area an Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington will be quoted verbatim. 

“Rep. Cooley of North Carolina, 
ranking Democrat on the House Agri- 
culture committee, said Friday peanut 
growers may have to take cuts next 
year in both price and acreage. 

“This, he said, is because the price sup- 
port program has cost the government ap- 
proximately 120 million dollars since its 
inception early in World War II. 

“The cost to the government has re- 
sulted, to a great extent, because of increas- 
ed yields on the minimum established floor 
of 1,610,000 acres. 

“Cooley's statement to reporters came 
after a closed-door session of congressmen 
from peanut growing states. 

“Reporters learned that efforts may be 
made when the farm bills reach the House 
floor to eliminate peanuts from the crops 
to be supported at a mandatory 90 per cent. 
of parity. This possibility apparently 
brought about Friday’s session as the con- 
gressmen sought to find some way to 
strengthen their position and defeat any 
floor efforts to remove peanuts from the 
basic crops now supported at the mandatory 
high support. 

“Cooley said iic nas calicd a meet- 
ing in Washington next Wecnese 
peanut growers and interested 
gressmen.

It looks now like 1954 will be tho last 
year of 90 per cent of parity for peanuts, 
After that it will be fewer acres and lower 
price supports. The way out is not through 
government help but in a cooperative sales 
effort by processors and growers. Time is 
running short for the peanut farmer to 
get out and sell his product, It will take a 
good deal of time and promotion to educate 
the American housewife to the advantages 
of cooking with peanut oil. The alternative 
is an ever-shrinking market with the con-
